Text of Roosevelt Message 


Rebuking W. E. C. on Delay 


LONDON, July 3.—(AP)—The 
text of President Roosevelt's mes- 
sage to the world economic con- 
ference today follows: 

I would regard it as a catastro- 
phe amounting to a world tragedy if 
the great conference of nations call- 
ed to -bring about a more real and 
permanent financial stability and a 
greater prosperity to the masses of 


all nations should in advance of any 


serious effort to consider these broad- 
er problems allows itself to be di- 
verted by the proposal of purely ar- 
tificial and temporary experiment 
affecting the monetary exchange of 
a few nations only. 

Such action, such diversion, shows 
a singular lack of proportion and 
failure to remember the larger pur- 
poses for which the economic con- 
ference originally was called together.

Commissioner of Agriculture G. C. 
Adams Monday issued a statement in- 
dorsing the federal government’s plan 
for reducing cotton acreage. He urged 
farmers to avail themselves of the op- 
portunity to cut acreage with “whole- 


| hearted enthusiasm.” 


The statement follows: 

“In my opinion it is of the utmost 
importance for our cotton farmers to 
join the urgent movement set up b 
the United States department of agri 
culture to reduce the cotton acreage 
of the south. It seems to me to be 
the only solution to save us from fu- 
ture disaster in the price of our ma- 
jor crop. 

“The more I study the problem “ 
we carry out the plan promulgated by 


| the government, I have no doubt that 
| we will sell the cotton grown on the 
‘remainder of our land for Mot less 
| than 15 cents per pound. 
| to co-operate in this movement I feel 
| very certain that cotton will not sell 
| for above 5 cents per pound.
